State School for Mentally Defective -:- St

GRACEWOOD—Georgia Training School for Mental Defectives, here 

at Gracewood, offers both the best and the worst conditions imaginable 
for the care of 589 of the State’s feeble-minded children. 
In a barred cell on the second floor of a ramshackle wooden building 
five teen-age girls—three of them with their heads shaved—huddled 
under an Army blanket on the floor. Their water was served to them 
in a fruit jar, left just inside the locked door. A bucket in the corner 


offered toilet facilities. 


That is the worst at Gracewood. 
In a sunny patio, inclosed by the walls of a brand-new brick build- 
ing, a group of clean, well-dressed little girls played contentedly at 
mud pies. When one of them became unhappy in the game she ran and 
buried her face in the lap of an elderly, gray-haired woman who sat 
on the steps with a bit of sewing in her hands, watching them. 
That is an example of the best at Gracewood. 
The school, which was founded to care for mentally defective young- 


sters, but, in effect, takes children as young as six years and 


“keeps 


them until they die of old age,” has beautiful new buildings with the 
most modern facilities. It also has dismal frame cottages with splintery 


floors, dreary gray walls and hard, country-depot type 


benches. 


It has 


51 employees, many of them untrained, all of them underpaid, but the 
majority of them are kindly, sympathetic people with a genuine affec- 
tion for the unfortunate children in their care. 

Gracewood is, in short, like most of Georgia’s State institutions for 
helpless people—a study in contrasts. 


The teen-agers confined in the ugly barred little room were, accord- 
ing to Dr. Edward W. Schwall, Superintendent of the institution, “on

“They ran away,” explained Dr. Schwall, “not once, but maypy times. 
We have no corporal punishment, but when the girls run away repeat-

about among some of the more 
helpless younger ones, there are 
several elderly inmates even the 
nurses address as “Granny.” 

The majority of the inmates of 
the school are mentally defective 
from hereditary causes, Dr. 
Schwall said. As small percentage 
were injured at birth and the re- 
mainder were affected by such 
childbood diseases as whooping 
cough, measles and meningitis. 
They range in mental capacity 
from idiots to high grade morons. 

The morons with a mental age 
of 10 to 12 years receive voca- 
tional training at the school and 
great numbers of them have taken 
their place in society in useful 
profitable jobs. The school itself 
could not operate solely by the 
labors of the 51 paid employees. 
The 600 acres under cultivation 
are worked largely by the students 
themselves with boys handling the 

¢ dairy and running the tractors 
and the Jirls doing the cleaning 
and cooking and operating the 
steam laundry. 

The laundry is old-fashioned and 
antiquated and frequently breaks 
down but it cannot be replaced 
until a new water system is pro- 
vided. Neither can the schao!] hope 
for additional buildings until it 
gets more water, Dr. Schwall said. 
At present two deep wells pro- 
vide only 60 gallons a minute and 
the, school needs 150 gallons a 
minute. 

Even the dairy with its 30 cows 
is far below capacity needed. It 
is necessary for the school’s cot-| 
tage mothers to supplement the’ 
milk supply with use of powdered 
milk. But the budget permits the 
expenditure of 95.2 cents per pa- 
tient per day and school authori- 
ties feel that the children are well 
fed at that price. 

Meals follow a general plan but 
the individual matrons, most of 
them elderly women with no fam- 
ily ties or responsibilities who can 
afford to work for $80 a month 
and their board, have the final 
say on the daily menus. Many of 
the children have to be fed indi- 
vidually and in nearly every cot- 
tage there are a few who cannot 
leave their beds all day. Every- 
where, even in the dreariest, most 

_out-moded cottages, the floors and 
the beds are scrupulously clean. 

But with the exception of the 
schoolrooms there is little effort 
made to beautify the interiors and 
tnere is an almost shocking ab- 
sence of games or toys in most of 
the buildings. The reason given 
by a matron was that the more 
deficient children use toys to hurt 
themselves. 


The schoolrooms, however, are 
much like schoolrooms anywhere. 
The chairs are too high for the 
younger children and heat is pro-

000, from $138,000 last year to 
$225,000 by the recent session of 
the Georgia Legislature. 

And the Department disclosed 
that the increased appropriations 
already have enabled the State to, 
enter into “service contracts” with 
the Federal Government resulting 
in $100,000 extra Federal funds. 

The Department explained that 
these “service contracts” are agree- 
ments entered into by the State 
and the U. S. Government where 
by the Federal Government pays 
75 percent and the State 25 per- 
cent of the pay of civil service 
personnel and the cost of utili- 
ties, repairs and improvements at 
National Guard installations in 
Georgia. Formerly the State bore 
100 percent of such costs. 

Among the larger installations 
affected by such “service con- 
tracts” are the Marietta Army Air 
Base, Hunter Field in Savannah, 
and the big motor maintenance 
pool in Atlanta where all National 
Guard vehicles are serviced 

The locations of the warehouse 
and storage facilities to be built 
with the $394,000 Federal funds 
were not disclosed, but a spokes- 
man said they would be built 
throughout the State to house and 
protect vehicles, anti-aircraft guns, 
motorized artillery and other mili- 
tary equipment. 

Meanwhile, Georgia is lagging 
far behind other States in Nation- 
al Guard armories, with many 
units meeting in school basements 
and in civic halls. Gen. Vandiver 
hopes to step up the construction 
of more armories, however, and 
Congress ‘s expected to appropri- 
ate more national defense funds 
for that purpose. 

Already 30 cities and towns in 
Georgia have deeded to the State 
tracts of land from one to three 
acres for use as armory sites. 

The National Guard in Georgia 
is a big business operation. The 
military personnel totals approxi- 
mately 8,500 men in 200 units in 
75 cities and towns. It brings into 
the State a Federal payroll of 
about $2,000,000 annually. The 
Guard’s expensive military equip. 
ment is estimated to be worth ap. 
proximately $200,000,000. 

The Fifty-fourth Fighter Wing, 
based at Marietta and Savannah, 
is one of the finest National Air 
Guard outfits in the Nation. Al- 
though most of its activities -are 
based at Marietta, the Wing has 
a jet fighter squadron at Savan- 
na’s Hunter Field, made available 
by the City of Savannah when the 
regular Army Air Force took over 
Chatham Field. Extensive improve 


ments are now being made at 
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Hunter Field, which was a war-|base for planes bound for Africa 
time Army Air Force “jump off” via South America.

The man who invented a bet- 
ter mousetrap has apparently 
lost his clientele. Since Clayton 
Manufacturing Company went 
into production a year ago this 
month, the world has been beat- 
ing a path to its door. Order 
began pouring in for plastic 
hoops before Mrs. Clayton could 
get delivery on the little plastic 
hat boxes in which ‘the hoop 
skirts are packaged. Delighted 
mothers grabbed-them off the 
molds and charged off in al! di- 
rections, taking them to their 
college daughters. New Orleans 
would like a shipment, please 
for the Mardi Gras balls and 
Natchez could use a couple of 
gross delivered in time for the 
pilgrimage. All over the South- 
east, as far north as West Point 
and West as .California, Mrs. 
Clayton has filled orders for her 


“hoop skirts. 


Small wonder, too, when you 
consider the fact that these 
plastic hoop skirts weigh less 
than one and a half pounds, as 
compared to the usual 20 pounds 
of petticoats required to achieve 
the same effect. They’re made 
of small plastic strips, welded 
together at either end. so that 
they open and close like an old 
hall hatrack. In her regular hoop 
skirts there are two rows of 
these strips attached to tapes so 
that they can be expanded or 
collapsed to any size. But the 
ones she designed especially for 
the Western Costume Company 
in Hollywood, California, have 
three rows of plastic, attached to 
a harness to be worn over the 
shoulders, because some of the 
costumes used in movies weigh 
from 50 to 75 pounds, and re- 


quire almost superhuman 
strength to wear without addi- 
tional supports. 

There has been a slight change 
made in the hoops since they 
were first designed. Now, by 
the addition to two small strips 
of tape just over the hip in

Emory Students Devise Substitutes. 
For Emergency sickroom Equipment 


Take a picture down from 
the wall to use as a tray. Slip 
two sticks of macaroni together 
for a drinking tube. Cover a 
card table or an umbrella with 
a sheet and you have a “croup 
tent.” | 

These are some of the ingeni- 
ous suggestions set up in a dis- 
play at Emory University by 
nursing students as a project in 
Nursing Arts. 

“Frequently it is necessary to 
get along without the usual hos- 
ital equipment,” explained Miss 
Julia Fraher, Nursing Arts In- 
structor. “The nurse may serve 
in. an emergency when equip- 
ment is not immediately avail- 
able, or she may be able to make 
substitutes for families that can- 
not afford regulation equip- 

ment. It is part of our program 
of training for community serv- 
ice as well as for direct sick- 


bed care.” 
Among the improvised aids 


dreamed up by the .44 women 
students are bed pans made of 
stiffly rolled newspapers, an or- 
ange crate insubator, and a bed 
light shade cut from a tin can. 
An ordinary bottle jn a sock can 
serve as a hot water bottle. 
Clothes pins make good clamps 
for the inevitable rubber tubing 
of a sick room. A shower cap 
can be filled for an ice pack. A 
feed bag on a hoop makes an 
ideal laundry bag for the pa- 
ient’s special laundry. 

On display at the Emory nurs- 
ing project is a wheel chair, but 
it is a regular dining room chair 
mounted on roller skate wheels. 
These wheels can also be used 
on a frame “walker,” with which 
the patient can support himself 
as he begins to move about the 
room. 

The nurses tried their hands 
at woodwork and came up with 
a box that had been carved 
down to a cradle and a hand- 
made béd tray and reading 
stand. A forked branch planted 
like a potted peach tree. .in a 
pail of sand makes a support 
for tubing used in a throat ir- 
rigation. Pasteboard boxes may 
be padded and covered into 
back rests and knee rests, or 
used, with a light suspended in- 
side, for heat treatments. 

Wooden blocks can raise a 
bed; old housecoats make a good

New Camera 


Takes Photo 
And Develops 


By MAYNITA GERRY 

It was like killing two birds 
with one shot. 

Everybody “looked pretty.” 
The shutter clicked. Robert C. 
Casselman put the camera down 
on the table, took a sip of toma- 
to juice, glanced at his watch, 
then reached over and pulled a 
picture out. of the camera. 


Yep, it was us all right... 
plain as day. And just 35 sec- 
onds before we had been looking 
at the birdie. 

It was a graphic, shall we say, 
demonstration of what the new 
Poloroid Camera will do for you, 
while you wait. 

This new camera, which takes 
your pictures, processes, devel- 
ops and delivers it into your 
hand, complete with a slick fin- 
ish, in less than one minute, is 
the invention of Dr. Edwin H. 
Land. 


As ens who is in At- 


lanta as the guest of Rich’s to 


introduce the camera, tells it, 


Dr. Land first got his ‘idea for 
the camera that would be a trav- 
eling photographic studio while 
on a vacation in Arizona with 
his wife and two small daugh- 
ters. 

Every time daddy took a pic- 
ture of the youngest, who was 
then three years old, she piped 
up: “Where is my picture?” 

That was the beginning. It 
took a lot of research andia 
number of years before the 
camera was perfected. 

It looks, despite it’s ability, 
like almost any other camera, 
but the mechanics have been 
simplified so that even a child 
can take pictures with it. The 
developing fluid is a jelly-like 
substance concealed in capsule 
form between the double rows 
of the film and each picture 
emerged with a deckle edge, 
slick surface and a little cello- 
phane envelope in which to slip 
it. They have a sepia rather 
than black and white finish, 
and, according to Casselman, ab- 
solutely will not fade.

FREEDOM OF INFORMATION, 
by Herbert Brucker; Macmil- 
lan; $4. 

Herbert Brucker, editor of the 
Hartford Courant and a former 
member of Columbia’s journal- 
ism faculty, writes that there is 
a preponderant identification of 
the American: press, radio and 
other media of information with 
the political and economic Old 
Guard; “journalism now tends 
of its own accord to think the 
same way and feel the same way 
as business.” 


Some liberals who are dissatis- 
fied with the press, he says, see 
in government the only force 
strong enough to challenge its 
concentration of wealth and 
powef. But when it comes to ap- 
plying government to journal- 
ism, “the more discerning of 
them, at least, are no more en- 
thusiastic: than the rest of us.” 


Brucker says that in searching 
for ways of correcting what he 
calls the defects of the Ameri- 
can press, government journal- 
ism cannot be ignored entirely. 
He finds such things in the Rus- 
sian press as “amateur journal- 
ism”—encouraging readers to 
write newsy items about their 
factories or collective farms or 
army—which he says promotes 
the loyalty of Russia’s people 
to their: newspapers. “What we 


have to learn, or rather relearn,” . 


from Soviet journalism, he says, 
“is that the press ought to be 
devoted to the hopes and fears 
and desires and needs of the 
bulk of American people.” 


Brucker carefully examines 
other “alternatives”: A munici- 
pal press, operated by a city like 
a power plant; a yardstick press, 
of journalistic TVA: a profes- 
sionalized press, with rigid ad- 
misSion standards for newsmen; 
a press without advertising, an 
endowed press, a church press, a 
labor press. Most of them, he 
Says, are obviously unsuitable. 

What is the best solution? 
“The concept of objective report- 
which “now 
keeps the vast majority of 
American news reports free 
from bias.” He calls this concept 
“beyond question the most im- 
portant development in journal- 
ism since the Anglo-Saxon press 
became free from authority.” 
Objective reporting must be 
strengthened at every chance, 
he says; there must be “a 
realization by the owners of our 
press that they have an obliga- 
tion no less high. than that of a 
minister, doctor or’ scientist.”

Carswell Air Base said it car. 
ried fuel for ‘two more hours of 
flying when it landed. 

Leaving lk ort Worth, the bomber 
flew northward over Minneapolis’ 
then westward to circle Great 
Falls, Mont. Then it looped south- 
eastward across the nation in a 
great diagonal course to.Key West, 
Florida. 

After jettisoning its bombs, the 
bomber roared northwestward, 
passing over Denver at 7:12 p.m. 
(CST) Friday night. 

Great Falls, Mont., was sighted 
for the second time ‘at 10:36 p.m. 
(CST) Friday night and the pane 
made a turn at Spokane, Wash., 
at 11:58 p.m. (CST) heading 
homeward. 

The bomber bucked into terrific, 
headwinds at 3:56 a.m. yesterday 
over Casper, Wyo. It landed at 
Carswell at. 7:57 a.m. (CST). | 

On March 2, Carswell Field sent 
a smaller, B-50 bomber on a non- 
stop trip around the world. Re- 
fueling four times in the air, the 
Lucky Lady II girdled the globe in 
94 hours and one minute and flew 
more than 23,000 miles.

Few thoughtful 
Americans, of whatever race, would favor 
a majority in Congress being given unlim- 
ited power. 

In the past such poles-apart, non- 
Southern Senators as Reed Smoot, of 
Utah, and Robert M. La Follette, Sr., of 
Wisconsin, “father of progressive govern- 
ment,” made use of the filibuster. In 
1914 the Republicans employed it against 
the rivers and harbors bill, then called 
“socialistic” and opposed as such. 

The question to be answered is 
whether or not the immediate vindication 
of civil rights by legislation of admittedly 
constitutional doubt is worth abolishing 
the limitation on majority rule. The an- 
swer would seem to be, out of our history, 
that rights are most secure when tHere has 
been no coercion in obtaining them. With- 
out limitation on the majority, the way 
really would be opened for “The Man on 
Horseback.” 

But ‘the Southerners and the South, 
tagged with bigotry and bigotry alone in 
this issue, having won a battle, will lose 
the war if they do not themselves present 
at least their own concept of civil rights 
legislation to the Congress.

Places 
Will Be Protected 


Wywhat,” asked an agitated lady in an agi- 
tated letter, “will become of the Holy City of 
Jerusalem in the new State of Israel?” 

The answer is it will remain, but will become a new Jeru- 
salem. There have been many of them. Since the time of the 
Crucifixion the city has been destroyed five times. The soil and 
the stones the Christ knew are deep beneath the rubble of the 
many ruins. 

I would imagine that the years ahead will see much of the 
present old city disappear. It has been the Arab section and is 
a slum. The modern part of Jerusalem is as clean and as up to 
date as any of our own cities. 

The “holy places” will fare better now than under Moslem rule. 
It may even come to be a happy city—as it never has been. In 
my visits there I liked Jerusalem less than the other cities of 
the Holy Land. ; 


Old City {t is a city built on old bones and it is a nervous city. 

: It may have been merely my imagination, but I don’t 
think’ so. The old walls, the narrow streets, even, and especially 
the holy places, had about them an atmosphere of suspicion, strain 
and fear. Intolerance has been, perhaps, greater in the Holy City 
— anywhere else. It was always an arrogant, yet daring, brave 
city. 

‘When Titus came with the Fifth, Tenth and Twelfth legians, 
Jerusalem and the region north to Galilee had been in a state of 
anarchy for 40 years. The Roman war against the Jews had 
begun in 66 A. D. It was 70 A. D. when Titus, with his father 
Vespasian back in Rome as Emperor, arrived before the walls of 
Jerusalem, , 

With his cavalry ang auxiliary troops he had possibly 80,000 


men. 
The Tenth Legion he placed on the higher ground of the Mount 
of Olives. , 


Histo In an old book store I found a copy of Josephus’ his- 
ry tory. Josephus was captured earlier by Vespasian in 
the campaign about Galilee. This was before Nero had killed 
nimself near. Rome, making room for Vespasian to take his place. 

Not since parts of it were required reading in my university 
days had I read his account of the siege of Jerusalem. The city 
then was about as it was when the Nazarene last saw it. . There 
were men alive in the city who as boys probably were in the 
mob that screamed at Pilate as he made his judgment, and who 
went trooping on to see the Crucifixion. 

Titus was about even bloodier business. He encircled the city. 


Sie e The trees on the Mount of Olives began to disappear. 
q They were made into battering rams and scaling lad- 
ders. And, in even greater numbers, they were made into crosses. 

Josephus recounts stories of courage on the part of the defend- 
ing Jews which deserved .a better fate. They rushed out to sure 
and awful death, seeking to destroy the battering rams and the 
towers from which archers sent arrows into the city. _ 

They brought fire with them and handled it with their hands, 
seeking to burn the machines, “until their hands were destroyed,” 
as Josephus watched them. 


H Titus built a wall around Jerusalem to shut out all 
OFFOF food. Thousands of dead bodies were thrown over 
the walls daily. Corpses were stacked, rotting, in cellars. 

Five hundred deserters and captives were crucified every day 
until the Mount of Olives and adjoining hills actually were a forest 
of crosses, each holding its dead or dying man. The screams and 
sobs of the newly crucified added to the inexorable sound of the 
engines of war and the cries of the warriors. 


Ron er Starvation maddened the people inside the city. There 
g was some cannibalism. Wrote Josephus: 

“Now of those that perished by famine in the city the number 
was prodigious and the miseries they underwent were unspeak- 
able; for if so much as the shadow of any kind of food did any- 
where appear ... the dearest friends fell a-fighting one with 
another about it, snatching from each other ‘the most miserable 
supports of life .. . robbers would search the dying for any food 
concealed in their bosoms . .-. their hunger was so intolerable 
they would chew anything, while they gathered such things as 
the most rabid animal would not touch and endured to eat them 
... wisps of old hay became food to some ... grains of corn were 
sought in the dung of animals... .” 

Yet heralds who called on the city to surrender were defied. 
Titus put large piles of food in plain sight of the starving city. 
He marched his troops about. He served great meals beneath the 
walls, throwing meat and bread to the dogs about the tables. 

: It was six months before the siege was done. 
Six Months Blood ran knee deep in some of the narrow 
streets. The temple was burned. The city was destroyed and on 
the brown and yellow hills there was no life save the orderly 
camp of the Tenth Legion—beginning 60 years of occupation. 

It was a record of fanatical fighting and great, desperate cour- 
age. It was fantastic from beginning to end that so few people 
had dared tackle the might of Rome. 

Now indeed the Jewish nation was all but exterminated. ° A 
few hundred hid in the hills. There were more hidden in the 
South. Still others had fled to adjoining countries. But there 
always have been Jews there. Now the Jews have again proved 
their courage and their ability to fight against odds. This time 
they have won.

Weeds have taken over much of the grounds of 
Headquarters, South Atlantic Forces, U. S. A., 
and the row on row of barracks are falling into 
disrepair. The Navy station, which the:Brazilians 
are now using as a hospi is in better condi- 
tion, but the great, sprawling Officers’ Club, 
which withstood the rigors of many a congo-line, 
is sagging before the elements. 


Back to the right, the airport, hewed from 
the hills and sand dunes with American 
might and knowhow, still serves as the land- 
ing place for the five airlines which serve 
Recife. But the asphalt road which circles it 
and takes a shortcut back to town is full of 
bucket-size washes. Apparently it is against 
Brazilian principles ever to repair a road. 


Recife’s harbor is yet a busy place, but a far 
cry from the days it served as headquarters for 
the South Atlantic fleet. There were 58 ships 
stationed here at one time, including three cruis- 
ers, each with two full complements of men. It 


was from Recife, in a highly successful joint 
operation with the Brazilians, that the German 
sea-raiders were finally thwarted. The naviga- 
tion charts from here to New Orleans bear tes- 
timony to the toll which the subs excited, but 
at Recife you see the story’s ending, the pens in | 
which the Nazis who waged underwater war- 
fare finished their careers . .. those, that is, 
who were fortunate enough to get ashore.

. sible high official, military or civilian, in this 
Government or any government who believes 
that the Soviet State now plans conquest 
by open military aggression.” 


Mr. Dulles speaks with authority because he 
keeps in constant touch with officials in charge 
of our foreign policy in connection with his 
UN t, as well as with those of other 
nations. He performed a public service in mak- 
ing this statement, though it should not have 
been necessary for him to have to do it. His re 
assurance is in contrast with the silence of our 
top Government officials who, instead, have: let 
all sorts of loose talk and military and naval 
bluster go unchecked in recent weeks. 

Mr. Dulles frankly recognized the familiar tac- 
tics of the Russians with which he has had to 
cope so often and with which we must continue 
to cope. But there is a difference between them

He also had some 
very sensible things to say about the dan- 
ger of too much military influence in our

“If,” he said, “we try to give the military 
the responsibility of preserving peace, they are 
apt to muff it because it is not the kind of re 
sponsibility for which they are trained. Further- 
more, history shows that whenever a nation 
has a great military establishment it is under a 
powerful temptation to rely on the use, or the 
pressure, of that power to gain its ends. The 
greater a nation’s military establishment is, the 
greater should be the gulf between its military 
leaders and those who make its national policy.”

Peering Into the Crystal Ball 


WASHINGTON—Never since the war ended has there been such 
widespread fear of coming economic storms. This fear has already 
had two important political consequences. One is that President 
Truman’s anti-inflation program is already lost virtually without 
trace. Nobody believes any longer that the Congress will grant 
the President the stand-by price and allocation controls he has de- 
manded. <A second consequence is that the President will be lucky 
~ get more than a fraction of his proposed $4,000,000,000 in new 

xes. 

The curious fact is that the Government economists, peering into 
their crystal balls and poring over their statistics, find remarkably 
little solid, factual evidence to support these fears for the future. 
Thé economists compare the first months of 1949 with the first 
months of 1948, and find a very similar pattern. In January and 
Febriary of 1948 there was a falling off, a slowing up of the boom. 
But it proved strictly temporary, and throughout the rest of the 
year the boom roared on, breaking all records in employment, 
prices, products, profits and every other category. 

, Moreover, the falling off this year has been in many 
Exception important respects slighter than it was at the be- 
ginning of 1948. There is, of course, one important and disturbing 
exception. Unemployment has increased, and decisively more than 
it did at this time last year. Unemployment now stands in the 
neighborhood of 3,200,000. 

Yet the economists who argue that the danger of inflation is 
not over point out that there is another side to this coin. For if 
unemployment is higher than it was last year at this time, so is 
employment. In January of this year there were about 200,000 
more people employed than in January of last year. There was 
a seasonal drop from January to February, but the drop was less 


Sharp than at the same time last year. 


Minimum There is a hard, irreducible core of unemployment 

in this country of somewhere between a million 
and a half and two million people: A large proportion of these 
people are more or less unemployable—they have never worked 
regularly and will never do so. Another large proportion are 
between jobs. And a third large category are “casuals”—house- 
wives or students looking for congenial temporary or part-time 
jobs. It is misleading to lump all these people together with the 
really unemployed; the steelworker, for example, with a family to 
support, who cannot find work. 

The number of people who are really unemployed in this sense 
would probably come, even now, to more than a million or a mil- 
lion and a half at the outside. This is not pleasant for the unem- 
ployed, but it comes to less than three percent of the total work 
force and, Government economists say, it cannot yet be consid- 
ered a seriously dangerous element in the total economy. 


Bright Side Moreover, they point to other signs which balance 

the unemployment figures. Steel production is at 
an all-time peak, with no end of the seller’s market immediately 
in sight. Farm and food prices have just started to swing up 
again, as they did last year. Outlay for new construction this year 
has been about 8 percent higher than it was at this time last year. 
Business investment in new plants and equipment fell off, as it 
always does, in the first months of a new year, but it fell off de 
cisively less than it did at the same time last year, and business 
is investing about a billion dollars more now than in the first 
quarter of 1949. Machine tool orders, another important index, 
are also up over last year. 

In brief, say the Government economists, there is no real reason 
to assume that the boom has come to an end and that we are now in 
for a sharp and painful downturn. Indeed, the basic danger is more 
inflation, and there is still pressing need for inflation controls and 
) : the Government from going into the red. 
This is why President an, who is rather surprisingly attentive 
to the opinions of his economists, is still somewhat futilely demand- 
ing his whole economie program from Congress.

Two other animals now beginning to make 
their homes in Georgia are the armadillo and 
the horned toad. The mammalogists are not 
quite sure why they have come here, but they 
suspect that tourists have a great deal to do 
with it. Tourists pick up specimens in the West, 
bring them home for pets, but soon grow tired 
of them. The liberated animals seem to flour- 
ish in Georgia. 


Another Georgia animal is the short-tailed 
shrew. The short-tailed shrew is an irascible 
little animal, very nearsighted, which lives 
in fence corners and moves about at night, 
seeking food. It is a very voracious little fel- 
low, and it causes the field mice a great 
deal of trouble, for a short-tailed shrew will 
eat its own weight in field mice in no time. 


It had lately been discovered that the short- 
tailed shrew—like the duck-billed types of. Aus- 
tralia—is. one of the few mammals poisonous to 
man. It has a toxic saliva. So it is a good idea 
to stay out of fence corners at night, for being 
nearsighted, the short-tailed shrew will attack 
nearly anything that moves, and he could cause 
a man severe discomfort if he should bite him. 


The bite is not fatal, but it is very painful, and | 


a man who has once been bitten by a short- 
tailed shrew thereafter avoids short-tailed shrews 
as if they were rattlesnakes.

COX AND BROOME 


A Bright Spot in Rural Health Problem 


This is the second of three articles on rural health problems in Georgia written by Calvin Cox 
and Carl Broome, Jr., of The Constitution staff. The final article will appear next Sunday. 

The average Georgian living in a rural area has always “come to town” on Saturday to buy gro- 
ceries and other material necessities. But the day he becomes ill the chances are more than 50-50 he 
will not be able to buy adequate hospital care there. It’s simple arithmetic: Georgia has 6,461 ac- 


ceptable general hospital beds, and needs 14,549. 


Rural health is a national problem. As 
pointed out in last Sunday’s article, lack of 
doctors and lack of medical facilities is a char- 
acteristic of the nation’s rural areas. Georgia, a 
predominately rural State, is confronted particu- 
larly with this problem. 

First, let’s look at the doctor shortage: 


The Medical Directory of Georgia by Coun- 
ties, July 1, 1946, and Memorandum of April, 
1947, and June 23, 1947, published by the Geor- 
gia Department of Public Health lists the State’s 
number of physicians’in private practice, both 
white and Negro, as 1,984, or an average of one 
physician for every 1,557 persons. 


Three counties had no doctor. In nine 
’ counties, the ratio was one doctor to 5,000 
or more population. One of these counties 
showed a ratio of one doctor to 12,235 per- 
sons, A standard of adequacy of one practic- 
ing physician per 1,000 persons has been pro- 
posed by the U. S. Public Health Service as 
a practical goal. 


Aside from the economics of family existence 
—the lack of good roads, the scarcity of oppor- 
tunity for obtaining superior education for his 
children—the principal item to consider in a 
young doctor’s view of rural practice is the lack 
of hospitals, laboratories and technica] assist- 
ance to complement his highly-trained approach 
to the ceaseless battle against disease. 

With the paramount rural health deficiencies 
lying in the acutely compatible doctor and hos- 
pital shortages, Georgia is turning into an ave 
nue that leads toward elimination of the latter 
problem. This avenue is the Hill-Burton Hospi- 
tal Construction Act. The placing of facilities 
in rural areas will pave the way for more medi- 
cal personnel. 

In a nutshell, the purpose of the act is to 
help the States and local communities build 
hospitals and health centers where they afe 
most needed. 


Each dollar of Federal funds must be matched 
by two dollars of State or local funds for both 
survey and building costs. 

The amount of money a State may receive 
for construction depends on two fctors: the num- 
ber of people and average annual per capita 
income of the State. 

Under this formula, Georgia is allocated $3,- 
000,000 by the Federal Government as a one- 


third matching fund for each year of the five- 
year program. The Georgia Legislature in the 
1949 session has made available the State’s $3,- 
000,000 portion of the three-way hospital build- 
ing fund. 


In this State, 34 projects have been ap- 
proved under the Hill-Burton Act. Fifteen of 
these projects are now under construction, 
including six new general hospitals, two 
additions to existing hospitals, equipping of 
one hospital, and building of six public 
health center auxiliaries. 


On the basis of construction inquiries to the 
State Health Departrent, 33 other communi- 
ties or counties are considering hospital pro- 
grams. 

The Georgia survey revealed the State had 
6,461 accceptable general hospital beds, or ap- 
proximately two per 1,000 population. Mini- 
mum need is 414 beds per 1,000. 


Georgia’s hospital planning also is con- 
cerned with the need for Public Health Cen- 
ters, another priority item under the Hill- 
Burton Act. At the ratio of one Health Cen- 
ter per each 30.000 population, Federal aid 
is available in the construction of 108 such 
centers. Georgia now has only 12 standard 
Public Health Center buildings and 12 aux- 
iliary units. The State has programmed 45 
new Public Health Centers and 116 auxiliary 
center facilities. 


In the interwoven skein of rural health, 
Georgia’s hospital construction program is a 
bright thread of progress. 

The broad pattern is concerned with doctors 
and technical assistants as well as hospitals. 
Providing doctors for rural areas is a compli- 
cated and perplexing problém. The Natioh has 
a severe shortage cf medical teaching facilities. 
Georgia lacks adequate hospitals for internship. 
More hospitals will. mean more medical gradu- 
ates will have more opportunity to serve their 
internships in this State, becoming interested 
in its problems and eventually strengthening the 
fabric of better medical care for Georgia’s 
people. 

But an avenue to elimination of the hospital 
shortage has been found in the Hill-Burton Act, 
and 3,233,000 Georgians by action on the local 
level can travel on that highway toward better 
health eare.

Farming Has Come a Long Way 


COVINGTON—When I was a child in Middle Georgia, farms were places 
thousands of miles from the “city” of Thomaston (population then about 2,500) 
to which I was taken protestingly on Sunday afternoons. The farmer’s house was 


usually unpainted; a double row of inverted bottles marked the path, and a 
covered well-house stood near the back door. 


After we had eaten our fill of scup- 


pernongs, we washed our hands in the gerieral washpan and dried them on the family’s roller towel. 
There were always outhouses leaning at angles, barns, hen houses, smoke houses; and the fences, 
too, dropped their weatherbeaten planks along the roadside, right against the dog fennel and John- 


son grass. Almost always there were bales of 
cotton rotting in the yard and if it were autumn, 
creamy piles of it covered the front porch, nearly 
blocking the doorway. . 


I thought about those farms last week 
when I saw one in Newton County which be- 
longs to L. J. Moore, “Holly Spring Farms,” 
so different from the old type that it should 
be designated by another name. Mr. Moore 
(known to his friends inevitably as “Dinty”) 
has been winning blue ribbons with his Here- 
ford cattle across the nation, and I wanted to 
know how and why. 


A 15-minute drive from the courthouse 
, brought us to Holly Spring Farms, which com- 
prises 1,800 acres east of Yellow River. There 
is a beautiful curve over a hill before you dis- 
cover the low, rambling white house nestling on 
another hillside as only a civil engineer could 
have planned it. Mr. Moore, we learned, had 
once studied that profession, “but couldn’t learn 
to be civil,” he says, jokingly. 


The view from here is superb. In the 
farthest distance a line of blue hills rims 
the horizon; just below it is a fringe of trees 
marking old Cocklapoochee (the Yellow 
River). Green hillsides dip and rise, merg- 
ing into a grove here, or topped by a white 
barn there, and near and far are the _ruby- 
colored figures that are the real lords of this 
manor. . 


“How long has it taken to produce such a 


sight as this?” we asked. “Where did you learn 
so much about cattle that you can win prizes 
over Texas ranchers? How did it start?” 


Mrs. Moore laughed. “Shall we tell them 
about the auction, Dinty? We had gone from 
Atlanta to Memphis on a visit and had seen the 
Circle M Ranch in Senatobia, Miss. We talked 
longingly, as people do, of raising cattle, but 
until we went to an auction one day in Memphis 
it was only a beautiful theory. We suddenly 
discovered that we had bought- ourselves a bull 
and two cows!” 


They now had three animals but no: farm, 
until a business acquaintance of Mr. Moore’s 
found a dilapidated house and some bramble 
covered acres in Newton County. Pastures were 
begun, but for some time the owners only came 
down for picnics. Then Mrs. Moore found that 
she was a rea) farmer at heart, sold her home in 
Atlanta and put up one of concrete blocks on 
Holly Spring. 


Two daughters were away at college, but 
Jean, the youngest, came down to the coun- 
try and entered Covington public school. 
Barns were built (also of concrete blocks), 
machinery brought in, and when the war 
ended, expansion got under way. In addi- 
tion to the office, the home, a half-dozen or 
more workers’ houses, there are: A cook’s 
house and laundry, a hay-drying barn, milk- 
ing barn, nursing barn, and a sales barn big 
enough for a whole county. It boasts rest- 
rooms, a coffee bar, sales pen, seats for 
about 500 persons, and in the rear there are 
eu troughs and room for any number of 
cattle. 


Impressive? Very. But it is, after all, the 
stock themselves that are important. The senior 
bull, Victor Domino I], is responsible for a great 
deal of the farm’s prestige. It was his son, his 
daughter, that were the grand champions at 
Valdosta—and what a beast he is! 

“Conrad picked him,” said Mr. Moore, in- 
troducing us to his young manager. “If Purdy 
here hadn’t been such a good cattle man, I’d be 
broke today. It’s the breeding, of course, that 
is most important.” 

The pastures of fescue were knee-deep in 
some places, the blades as broad, almost, as iris 
leaves. In the west the sun went down slowly 
and a breeze that was the quintessence of Spring 
stirred in a thicket of pine. 

We settled back into our hosts’ Cadillac and 
rolled along between the white fences. Farm- 
ing, we decided, had gone quite a “fur piece”

, She was beautiful; she was blond. She 

had reached the restless age and could not think 

of a thing to do.

If her. three palaces had been burned to the 
ground, she could take refuge in one of her 
country estates.

“Spain needs a Narvaez now more than ever,” 
said an old grandee to a group of youngsters. 
“In her darkest hour, he overcame the dictator 
Espartero and put the monarchy on_its feet. 
We need just such’a man to restore the Bourbon 
dynasty.” 

The Duchess. began to read up on her history. 

When King Ferdinand VII died in 1833, he 
assured the succession of his daughter Isabella 
by setting aside a ‘law which would give the 
throne to his brother, Don Carlos. 

His widow, Queer Cristina, was an energetic 
woman who promptly appointed herself regent 
for her three-year-old daughter and began a war 
to drive her brother-in-law from the country. 

Four years later, after winning her goal, she 
became unpopular by marrying a commoner, and 
was forced to follow Don Carlos into exile. The 
man who assumed control was General Espar- 
tero, who became dictator. 

His political opponent, General Narvaez, Dona 
Luisa’s ancestor, captured the city of Madrid 
and by 1843, Espartero was also in exile. 

Isabella, a 13-year-old child, was declared to 
be of age and General Narvaez was appointed 
lieutenant-general of the kingdom. - He restored 
the constitution and stabilized the country, at 
the same time amassing one of the greatest for- 
tunes in Spain. 

» After thinking it over Dona Luisa decided 
that a 20th century Narvaez should start a 
movement to place on the throne the present 
pretender, Don Juan, son of the late King 
Alfonso ° 

‘' Dona Luisa had everything with which to 
launch such a. movement—personality, brains, 
money, power, position and friends.. 

At first, the police chose to ignore her. _. 

When she began to hand out leaflets in 
Madrid’s tearooms, the government laughed. 

Her shy, proud husband felt otherwise. 
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“Don’t let me catch you at it again,” he is 
reported to have stormed when he caught her 
making the rounds of the shops one lunch hour. 

It was the Duchess’ turn to laugh.

“Mi UR differences,” said Wyatt M. Wayne, 
“seemed to be that she was a red-haired 
Irish girl who wanted her own ways

“Temper?” said red-haired Patricia F. Wayne.

Temper—and love. 

Those were the ingredients that 44-year-old 
Wyatt M. Wayne, Miami real estate breker, and 
his red-haired Patricia blended im their ten-day 
courtship that resulted in marriage in Miami 
on Dec. 4, 1943. 

They professed their love for each other 
then—and at many times thereafter after their 
tempers had flared, and had burned out. 

They had been married two months 


_ When Wayne filed suit for divorce, in February, 


1944. He charged that Patricia ‘“‘was not con- 
tent to establish a home, and home life in keep- 
ing with the desires of ordinary married people, 
but did desire to go away from their home on 
many, many evenings for outside entertainment 
and diversion.” 

On Christmas Eve, he said, he was exhausted 
from his work, and wanted to stay home. She 
wanted to go out, and “a bitter argument en- 
sued.”” They did go out—but after a time Wayne 
wanted to go home, he said, and another argu- 
ment followed; a scene witnessed on the street 
by a -Miami policeman, Edward Kerns Rawls, 
Jr., who testified: 

“Mr. Wayne wanted to go home because he 
thought he had enough, which, to my knowledge 
he had, but not enough to be rowdy.” 

Policeman Rawls got them into a cab and 
headed for home, but, as he said: 
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“T heard them a block away after I put them 
in a cab. She was still arguing.” ; 

On May 15, Wayne dismissed his suit, and 
he and Patricia were reconciled. The reconcilia- 
tion lasted until August 15, when he filed an- 
other suit. His lawyer, Louis M. Jepeway, got 
out the old bill of complaint, and added some 
new details., Wayne said that: 

“In July, without any cause or provocation, 
she grabbed a meal; already prepared, off the 
stove, and flung it about. She threw pots and 
pans, she ripped the curtains off the apartment, 
and made a general wreck of the premises.”’ 

On August 11, he said, she packed all her 
belongings, and left. Before any testimony could 
be taken in Wayne’s suit, however, their love 
reasserted itself, and he and Pdatricia were recon- 
ciled. 

They stayed out of court this time until 
Nov. 21, 1945, when Wayne again filed suit for 
divorce. The lawyer, Mr. Jepeway, again got 
out the old complaint, and added still more new 
details. Wayne said that Patricia had left him, 
but the complaint charged that: 


“Before she left she, in great anger, dam- 
aged his car in that she smashed one of the 
headlights, both taillights, tore off a rear-view 
mirror and smashed it, and bent and twisted the 
license plate.” 

There were other instances of explosive ar- 
guments recounted by Wayne in this suit Num- 
ber 3—-until, he said, on Nov. 13, 1945, she “‘took 


all of her personal effects and clothing and in- . 


formed him she would no longer live with him 
as his wife.” , 

Throughout the whole tangle of their lives, 
Patricia never filed an answer to, or contested 
any of, the suits Wayne filed—and, as a result, 
there appears on record only his estimate of her 
temper. 

This divorce suit had scarcely been filed be- 
fore Mr. Jepeway had ‘to go back to court to 
dismiss it. The Waynes had been reconciled

12, 1946—-suit Number 4 was filed by Wayne. 
Again the old charges were repeated—and new 
ones added. Shortly after their reconciliation, he 
said, she climaxed a violent argument by smash- 
ing chairs and reducing their homes to a sham- 
bles—a performance, Wayne declared, which she 
repeated twice in the next four days—and then 
left him ‘without reason.” 

‘This suit ended in a final divorce decree 
April 10, in which Special Master George C. 
McCoughlan found Mrs. Wayne guilty of ex- 
treme cruelty. He found that in 28 months of 
married life they had separated nine times— 
eight times when she left him, and once when 
he left her. 

“Were you in love with her?” Wayne was 
asked. a 

“I was,” he said. . 

Two months later—apparently still in love— 
they were married by Justice of the Peace 
Thomas S. Ferguson, That was June 7, 1946. 
On Jan. 7, 1947, Wayne filed another suit for 
divorce—his fifth—with a 12-page. bill of com- 
plaint. 

He had wanted, he said, to buy a business 
for Patricia. Patricia didn’t like the idea—and 
on Christmas Eve there had been another ex- 
plosive argument. = 

They were reconciled Feb. 6, 1947. On Jan. 
20, 1948, he filed his sixth suit. On June 9, he 
dismissed the suit. 


He brought divorce suit Number 7 in Novem- 
ber, 1948. He said he’d bought a Coral Gables 
home in the belief she’d settle down. But the 
action contained a new list of violent outbreaks 
during one of which, he said, “she tried to de- 
stroy everything in the house—she took a can 
of grease and poured it all over the upholstery.” 

For the second time, a divorce decree was 
granted—on December 22. 

“T loved him,” Patricia said recently. “But 
every time we’d have an argument, he’d run 
down and sue for divorce.” 

“So you think you'll go back to him again?” 

“No,” she said.

RNOLD ROTHSTEIN, the notorious 
gambler, who was murdered in 1928 by 


some unknown, always wanted t 
$1,000,000 on a single race. He came seek % 
it three times, and would have succeeded in 1920 
if it hadn’t been for an ailing watch. 

Rothstein was more feared by bookmakers 
than any other player. The bookies never knew 
when he would try, by will and by wile, to make 
a killing. 

Rothstein owned a colt named Sailing B. 
The horse ran in the colors of the Redstone 
Stable, which was what Rothstein called his 
racing establishment. 

Sailing B had shown high speed in private 
workouts and Rothstein recognized the chance 
to clean up by running the horse in some cheap 
race. Finding a race in the condition book at 
Saratoga for Aug. 27, 1920, which fitted Sailing 
B to perfection, he laid his plans with care. 

To his agents around the country, he sent 
money, with instructions not to bet a dollar of it 
in the handbooks in certain. towns until about 
two minutes before post time. By placing the 
bets so late, the handbook men would not have 
a chance to wire the money to Saratoga, and 
get it bet in the books at that track. 

The exact total that Rothstein shipped out to

be wagered in about 35 different gambling 
houses in various cities, including New York, 
is not known. Since the handbooks in those 
days had a maximum limit payoff of 20 to 1, and 
since Rothstein wailed that he stood to win 
$1,500,000 if there had not been a leak, the guess 
is that he dispensed about $75,000, which, at 
20 to 1, would have figured $1,500,000. 


Sailing B was entered in a $2,500 claiming 
race for two-year-old maidens, which was almost 
as lowly a class as Rothstein could choose. The 
workout speed of Sailing B indicated.“he could 
race—and win—against $6,000 to $7,500 horses, 
but Rothstein never was a chance taker. ; 

It was Sailing B’s first trip to the post, and 
Kelsay was in the saddle. No one—other than 
Rothstein—-had a complete workout chart on 
the horse. Kelsay was not a fashionable jockey 
and there were several promising horses in the 


race. Consequently, the books opened the non- | 


Starter, Sailing B, at 30 to 1. 

Within 10 minutes, one book reduced the 
odds to 20 to 1, then eut to 10. Someone at 
the track had made a sizable bet on Sailing B. 
The bookie didn’t know whether it was Roth- 
stein’s money, but he knew that Sailing B was 
a “live horse,” and he did not intend to be 
caught. 

Naturally, when that bookie made such a 
radical reduction in the odds, the others followed 
him down to 20 and then to 10. When the 
betting public saw the sudden decline in odds 
there was a stampede of $1, $2, $5 and $10 
bets on Sailing B. Neither players nor bookies 
knew any reason why Sailing B_ should be 


played. But someone had bet $1,500 on the 


nose of Sailing B, who didn’t seem to have a 
chance, and that was enough to start the rush. 

Rothstein, at the track, fumed dnd raged as 
he saw the odds cut to 8, then to 5, and finally 
to 4 to 1. His men, around the country, when 
making wagers for him, had stipulated “average 
odds payoff.” That meant that the high and 
the low were to be taken, added up, split in half 
to arrive at the total. Since the maximum high, 
fixed by the handbook men, was 20, and Since 
Sailing B closed at 4, that meant average odds 
of 12 to 1. 

In later years, Rothstein, who had almost 
unlimited credit with various bookmakers at the 
time, said that when the price on his horse was

dropped to 4, he was tempted to get into the 
ring and try to wager. $100,000. But he realized 
that if he did, the books would take only a 
small portion of it, cut to price around 8 to 5, 
and bring the handbook payoff average down to 
around 10 to 1. 

Sailing B won easily. 

Rothstein admitted that he won between 
$850,000 and $900,000. Yet he was enraged. 
He had aimed for ‘a million or better,’’ success 
seemed to favor him, yet he had failed. 

Rothstein wasn’t.the kind of man to take 
misfortune in stride. He made inquiries among 
all his agents to discover where the leak had 
been. He said he learned it had been through 
Detroit, His man there had been delayed getting 
to the bookmaking establishment, hurried in,

lookéd at his watch, saw it was two minutes 
before post time, and made a $1,500 bet on 
Sailing B to win. 

Suspicious at so big a wager on a maiden, 
the handbook man grabbed a telephone, got 
his own agent at Saratoga and told him to bet 
$1,500 at the track on Sailing B at the best pos- 
sible odds. The man did as instructed, and 
when that $1,500 hit the ring, the price against 
Sailing B started its toboggan. 

The Rothstein man’s watch was at fault; it 
was 20 minutes fast. Thus, the handbook man 
had 22 minutes to go into action, and that action 
cut Rothstein’s potential profits from around 
$1,500,000 to $900,000 or less. 

What nearly caused Rothstein to die of a 
stroke was when he learned that his agent, who

Life wasn’t akways so pleasant for this 
Brooklyn, N, Y., adiieter, Fate was cruel to 
Ronny at birth. Although as rugged and healthy 
and as fine a baby as anyone could hope for, he 
was born with omly one ear. Nature had some- 
how fashioned alf the essential parts of hearing, 
but omitted to finish the outer ear. 


“It didm’t bother Ronny when he was a baby,” 
said Mrs. Dylnicki, mother of five other sturdy 
children, “‘but when he grew old enough to play 
with the other children, he would rush imto the 
house erying and refuse to go out agaim” 

He ecouldn’t take their insults. He wouldn’t 
even go to kindergarten. 

Things are different for Rommy now. He’s a 
truly normal youngster. He has a new ear that 
looks just like his other. It was constructed 
out of his own skin with a plastic bome substitute 
as the base. Only very close imSpection will 
reveal that the new one is “tailor-made.” 

Rommy’s new-found happiness is due to a 
technique in plastic surgery now used by many 
plastie surgeons and worked out recently by 
Dr. Leonard S. Rubin, of the Department of 
Plastic and Oral Surgery of the Kings County 
Hospital, N. Y., amd Dr. Walter A. 
Coakley, the department director. 

Aceording to the doctors it is the first time 
that this plastic bone substitute has been used in 
the reconstruction of am ear. 

believe that the flexible 
plastic material, chemically 
known as polyetirylene, is better 
than human bone and cartilage 
for replacement im many types 
ef reconstructive surgery. 

It is ideal met only for the 
“remaking” of an ear, they say, 
but also cam be used im repair- 
ing damage caused by accidents, 
burns and facial deformities. It 
cam be used m replacimg bone 
and@ cartilage in meses, jaws and 
even in portions of the skull. 

Renny’s mew ear was 
fashioned after 2 series of oper- 
ations. First an imcision was 
made at the hairline above the 
ear amd the skim carefully cut 
umti? it formed a roll. This was 
tucked back to be used again 
later. A layer of skin was then 
taken ffom his abdomen to 
cover the area that had been 
rolled back. After it had taken 
“root,” this skin would be used 
later on to form the new ear. 

Romny had to wait about a 
month for the next step in the 
oo In the meantime, the 

octors carefully sculptured a 
block ef polyethylene to simu- 
late the shape of his other ear. 
The surfaces of the material 
were roughened to alow for 
better adhesion to the tissue. 
The plastic form was also pune- 
tured with many holes to per- 
mit ingrowths of tissue te give 
an additional “grip” or | 

The layer of skin that had 
been grafted above the ear was 
then detached except on one 
side, s@ as te supply blood and 
nourishment. This was then 
shaped into a flap-like hollow 
tube. The plastie form was in- 
serted into this flap and gentle 
pressure applied to make the skim adhere in 
ali the crevices. The skin that had ‘been rolled 


“graft” will grow imto the 
adhere almost as well as 
if it were the child’s awn cartilage. 

Ronny’s new ear functions: perfectly. Because 
human, ears reach their full growth and develop- 
ment by the time a child is five years old, no 
further operations will be required. 

Oddly enough, the plastic bone and cartilage 
substitute that made Ronny’s ear possible was* 
first used im fields far removed from surgery.

tered skulls, the new plastic is one of the 
relatively few substances that does not react to 
body fluids. It remains inert and does not soften 
or cause any unfavorable complications when 
implanted within the body. 

It also has certain advantages over the use 
of real cartilage and bone in that it can be 
readily shaped mto any desired pattern, 

It is a poor conductor of heat. This is im 
portant when used im parts of the body near the 
surface, like the ears or nose. Its lack of heat 
conductivity reduces pain upon exposure to eld 
and lessens the danger of frostbite. 

The Brooklyn doctors have also used the 
polyethylene implants im the correction of six 
receding chins and in elevating the bridge of 
the nose in six other cases. 

They believe that this is just the beginning 
and that the new plastie will open up many new 
possibilities im all kinds of reconstructive ang 
reparative surgery. Eventually, they say it 
may completely take the place of human bene 
and cartilage implants. 

There are many reliable and many unreliable 
plastic surgeons in the United States. Most of 
the reliable ones are members of the American 
Society of Plastic Surgeons and Rave been cer.

or “This is Jones.” It saves time. 

If your secretary answers for you, she has a 
duty all her own, and if you are engagedshe is 
to avoid, as if it were a plague, the rude, time- 
worn words, “He’s out! Who’s this?”

To phone rang in the office of Franklin J. L. 
Dunn, Captain in Charge of the Sixth Detec- 
tive District of New York City, the rich,

“It’s for you,” Captain Dunn's secretary said.

The swindlers, said 
the voice, had set themselves up in suites in 
one of midtown’s most expensive and exclusive 
hotels. . :

In only a few 
cases is it necessary to call in higher authority. 

Sometimes he solves the problems of chil- 
dren before they develop. Marie’s family moved 
into the neighborhood and he heard that Marie 
had the reputation of being a bad child. 

He did not believe that was true. So he 
passed out the word that Marie was not really 
bad, merely impressionable and imitative. She 
was only trying to keep up with mischievous 
playmates. When a monitor made a mild com- 
plaint about her, the teacher—following Dr. 
Monash’s instructions—said, in her presence: 

“Why, I think Marie is a lovely and co- 
operative girl.” 

Being easily led by suggestion, Marie was 
quite surprised and pleased. After a few more 
similar incidents, she decided that if she had a 
reputation for being pleasant and helpful, she 
was going to live up to it. She did, too, until 
she graduated—at the top of her class. 

Ben was at the bottom of his. He refused to 
recite, and when others did, he teased them. He 
deliberately smeared the work of other children. 
The reason was that Ben’s intelligence wasn’t 
high. The only way he knew of attracting at- 
tention and thus gratifying his perfectly natural 
vanity was by being irritable and contrary.

“We don’t like to punish,” Dr. Monash said. 
“Once a child realizes that his actions may cost 
him the friendship of the children and his 
teachers, he becomes his own disciplinarian. 
Kindness and commendation are far more valu- 
able than harsh punishment.” , 

On rare occasions, teachers themselves are 
not blameless. Once Dr. Monash received a note 
from one of his own teachers, saying that eight- 
year-old Jane was impossible, had not one single 
redeeming feature, and that she was forbidden 
to come back to that class. 

Jane was in tears, her feelings terribly hurt. 
Dr. Monash had to patch up the insult, then 
assign her to another class. The new teacher 
was instructed to bend over backwards to help 
Jane ‘along. It turned out that the little girl 
was really lovable and sweet—she and the other 
teacher had just gotten off on the wrong foot.

Some critics ingthis 
country also have urged 
that nursery jingles and 
fairy tales be revised in 
the light of their psycho- 
logical implications for 
children. Dr. Portia Hamil- 
ton, consulting and clinical 
psychologist, analyzed the 
traditional fairy story ina 
1946 article in The Ameri- 
can Weekly. Many will 
consider that her findings 
regarding it apply also to 
the old nursery rhymes. 
“If they were to lose 
their adventure and vivid- 
ness, they would lose all,” 
she said. “They hold and 
captivate because they are 
as they are. They must not 
be changed too much.”

N THE opinion of many experts on the subject, 
New York City’s outstanding exemplification 
of the so-called perfect crime was committed 

in a luxurious apartment house on W. 77th 
St., Manhattan, on the morning of Friday, 
Feb. 8, 1924. . 

The particular apartment was No. 56, oc- 
cupied by Miss Louise Lawson, willowy 26-year- 
old Texan who had prospered handsomely in her 
career as a companion of wealthy men. She did 
so well, indeed, that in six short years she had 
acquired a small fortune in jewels, numerous 
costly garments including an erminé coat, and 
about $13,000 in funds. 

On that February day, just before 10:30 
a. m., Miss Lawson’s maid, Lillian Harvey, ar- 
rived as usual to tidy up the richly appointed 
suite. 


With habitual quietness, Lillian removed her 


coat and hat in the foyer, and began her duties 
at once, first in the foyer, then in the large living 
room, which she found in considerable disorder. 

Articles were strewn over the floor, chairs 
were out of position, so was the silk scarf on 
the baby grand piano, and a large basket had 
been Knocked down and trampled upon. 

Lillian had just begun to set things straight 
there when she had occasion to go into tHe 
bedroom. 

This was what she saw: 


Miss Lawson’s body lay face downward on 
the lace-trimmed linen cover of her mahogany 
bed, bound hand and foot. Her hands had been 
tied behind her back. with pieces of gray silk 
stockings, and her ankles with strips of toweling 
and stockings. 

She was dressed in a pale-blue silk night- 
gown, a pink silk.negligee, and a pair of stylish 
sandals. Over in a corner, tethered to a chair, 
was her wire-haired terrier, Trixie. 

Lillian’s terrified screams brought tenants 
and building employes, and soon the place was 
crowded with high police officials and homicide 
specialists. 

The officers found that a towel had been 
placed over Miss Lawson’s~mouth and nostrils 
and well secured by strips of surgical adhesive 
tape. She had, it developéd, died of suffocation. 
Her body bore no marks. She had been dead 
for about two hours.

Now, back to 56 and its examination by the 

detectives. 
_ The chief discovery was that three mahogany 
jewel boxes had been broken open and rifled, 
and that the ermine coat had disappeared. 
Nothing else, apparently, had been taken. 


BLUE leather week-end bag containing gold- 
mounted bottles and brushes had been slit 
open and cast aside. Nor had the intruders 
bothered to take two sterling silver dresser sets, 
The investigators opened a mahogany desk, 
and found in it a blue address book which con- 
tained the names and addresses of a number of 


persons prominent in society and the business

Certain that these two men had committed 
the crime, police officers could only conclude that 
the coat and jewels had been removed in the 
box which had-so resembled a case of liquor. 

The dark-complexioned man, they reasoned, 
must have hastened down the stairway as soon 
as his companion started down in the elevator, 
and he must have slipped out of the trade 
entrance as the car returned to the first-floor. 


T= only fingerprints found in the apartment 
were those of Miss Lawson and the maid. The 
men had not worn gloves when Kane saw them, 
but it could be assumed that they donned gloves 
before ringing the bell. 

Within an hour or so, officers were inter- 
viewing a good friend of the-victim—Charlotte 
Wakefield, an actress who had been in the Zieg- 
feld Follies of 1918, 1919, and 1920, as well as 
other Broadway productions.

Louise, a native of Alvarado, Texas, had 
been educated in that community, and later had 
moved to Walnut Springs, Tex.

and church organist, and when she moved to 
New York in 1918, it had been with the intention 
of pursuing a musical career. 

She had modeled a bit, had appeared in sev- 
eral shows, and worked as an extra in the D. W. 
Griffith movie production of ‘Way Down East.” 
But before long her brunette beauty and pleasing 
personality had made it unnecessary, in her 
view, to continue with these more arduous 
endeavors. 

In time her admirers had included many 
men of substance in metropolitan New York, 
and she had often been entertained at spacious 
country estates. In town she would be ‘seen, 
usually glittering with jewelry, at only the very 
best nightclubs. 

Miss Wakefield recalled what might have 
been a significant incident.

ment, and had informed her through the closed 
door that they had come to deliver a package 
of gin. She had replied that she was not ex- 
pecting any lfquor, had not opened the door, 
and they had gone away. 

It had not occurred to her to ask the elevator 
operator for descriptions of the men, and when 
questioned now Kane said he could not recall 
them among the numerous delivery men always 
coming and going. ;

Complete descriptions of these articles, ob- 
tained at the stores where they had beep. pur- 
chased, were sent at once to all pawnshops in 
New York, and to shops in other large cities all 
over the country. 

Among Louise’s effects the police had noticed 
the photograph of a distinguished looking man 
in his early 50s. This man was soon identified 
as one of the officers of @he brokerage house 
where she had the $12,000 -in securities to her 
credit. 

Married, eminently respectable, and very 
rich, he readily underwent a searching examina- 
tion by police officials and an assistant district 
attorney. Ss 

The broker insisted that he had not tbe 
faintest notion as to who had murdéred Miss 
Lawson, or who might have instigated the 
killing. 


‘LIE SAID he had been interested in Louise in > 


a strictly non-romantic way, his interest 
being, he stressed repeatedly, in her musical 
career.

-“I_ am sorry to learn now,” he added, “that 
my prospect is no longer with us. I felt sure it 
would be a nice sale.”

It was reported, however, that a young 
woman resembling her, and a man resembling 
the broker, had visited a cabaret in Harlem. 
It was further reported that one of two young 
men sitting at another table had come over to 
them and asked the girl’s escort if he might 
dance with her. The older man had offered no 
objections, nor had the girl. 

When she returned, according to the story 
she removed all her jewels, wrapped them in 
a handkerchief, and handed the wad over to 
her friend. 

When the pair left the resort, this tip con- 
tinued, the two young men had followed them. 

Whether this signified anything could not 
be proved. The cabaret owner, possibly fearful 
of being accused of catering to an undesirable 
element, insisted that the girl could not have 
been Louise Lawson, and the broker stated that 
he most certainly would never take her to such 
a place. 


S CAN be seen, all this scattered informa-

And the jewels and coat? They appeared 
to have vanished from the face of the earth. 

In the judgment of the authorities, this was 
strictly a murder for robbery, and they are 
usually correct in their diagnoses. 

But perhaps they, sometimes wonder 
whether that’s the way it was.

His sinewy copper hand 
pointed into a gentle valley where 
nearly 1,000 great shaggy beasts 
grazed, their massive black heads 
lowered in the lush grass. 

At his signal, barebacked pic- 
turesque Crow warriors whooped 
and charged wildly into the valley. 

Their buffalo hunt wasn’t in the 
days of the old Wild West, how- 
ever. It took place not long ago. 

The redskins riding lickety-split 
at the herd weren’t mounted on 
long-tailed ponies. They were roar- 
ing to the chase on jeeps. And not 
one raced alongside his thundering 
quarry to launch arrow after ar- 
row in search of a vital spot. Rifle 
bullets did the job. 

But don’t think that Crow 
braves of the Atomic Age have gone 
Sissy. Several uneasy  paleface 
friends, riding as passengers, were 
convinced that jeep-riding Crows 
are as tough as their pony-strad- 
dling ancestors. They sped over 
roadless plains and rocky stream- 
beds at a dizzy pace, gleefully ig- 
noring the bucking, careening and 
bouncing of their metallic mounts. 

The scene was a wild, remote 
sectidn of the big Crow reservation 
in southern Montana—the same 
Big Horn country of great plains, 
mountains and canyons where their 
ancestors lived and hunted. 

The Crows are unique in that 
they are among the few Indians 
who can still stage a buffalo hunt. 

ey have the privilege because 
they were foresighted enough to 
build up their own herd of 1,000 
to 1,200, whicH lives penned in a 
triangular preserve bounded on 
two sides by deep canyons, and on 
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The Indians Have Swapped 
Their Horses for Jeeps and 
Their Bows for High- 
Powered Rifles, but Their 
Buffalo Hunts Are Still 
Rough and Exciting Affairs. 


the third side by a 16-foot fence 
the Indians laboriously constructed 
of logs. 

It was in 1935 that Robert 
Yellowtail, first Crow ever named 
superintendent of his own reserva- 
tion, promoted the idea of bringing 
“ back the ‘“be-sha’’—which once 
roamed the prairies in earth-shak- 
ing hordes, providing ‘food, cloth- 
ing, tepees, bowstrings and a mul- 
titude of other necessities for, thé 
tribesmen, but, had _ since _ been 
hunted nearly to extinction. 

With tribal funds Yellowtail 
purchased 75 animals. Placed in 
the preserve with an Indian to 
keep watch against fence breaks 
and wandering hunters, the 75 ani- 
mals nfultiplied into the largest 
buffalo herd in the world today. 
After the buffalos reached their 
present number—the maximum the 
preserve can support—the Indians 
began killing off an excess of some 
290 a year. 


FORTY-FIVE bulls had been fixed 
by the Crow council as the quota 
for this particular day’s hunt. 

As the jeeps roared down the 
hill, the startled giants lifted their 
heads and plunged off at a speed. 
which belied their ponderous bulk, 
After them:rattled the jeeps. Up- 


hill, down steep slopes and over 


gullies they bounced. 

Once a bull was overtaken, his 
ear, heart or backbone near the hip 
line became the target for the 
marksman in the plunging car 
alongside him. Bullets planted else- 
where in an 1,800-pound bull are 
wasted. Several hits in a vital area 
usually are necessary to-kill. 

“We sure had a merry chase of 
it,” said one sore, shaken paleface. 
“But next time I go into the brush 
after buffalo, I want to be on a 
horse. Old-style ‘knee action’ is lots
